HE Secretary of this City fent lately by 
our Magifteate to Petersburg, returned 


hither a few Days ago ; the Succefs of 
his Negociation there is not publickly 
known. An Order has been publifhed in Courland 
in the Czar’s Name, forbidding the Nobility under 
fevere Penalties to appear at Frauftar, in Obedience 
to the Summons they have received from the Re. 
publick of Poland. . 
Frauftat, Match 9- Two Companies of the Re- 
iment of the EleStoral Prince arrived here the 5th 
Paitant. and were quartered inthe Suburbs. The 
fame Day General Field-Marfhal Count Flemming 
arrived here, and onthe 6th came the Bifhup of 
Cajavia, and the Great Chancellour of the Crown, 
The King of Poland arrived this Evening, accom 
avied by M. Watzdorf and Count Vitzthum, his 
Privy Councellours ; his Majefty took his Lodg- 
ings in the fame Houfe where he lay laft Year. The 
Polifh Senators and Minifters who are yet arrived, 
are only the Great Marfhal of the Crown, and the 
Palatines of Kalifch, Brzefe, and Cujavia, the reft 
are daily expe&ted. The Great Hall in our Town- 
Houfe is fitting up for the Senate to meet in, 
From the Hague Courant, dated March 22. 
Stockholm. March 4. The States of this King- 
dom continue affembled, they have congratulated 
the Queen on her Acceffion to the Crown 5 ber Co- 
ronation is to be performed at Upfal the 14th In- 
ftant. Baron Gortz having received Sentence of 
Death the lat Month, was onthe 2d Inftant car. 
ried in a Coach from bis Prifon to a Scaffold on the 
Northfide of this City, accompanied by a Clergy- 
man. with a Guatd of 300 Horfe. The Baron in 
his Paffage thro’ the Strcets. looked with a compo- 
fed Air expreffing his Refignation, up to the Win- 
dows that were crowded with Spe€tators, and falu- 
ted many of them. Having mounted the S-affold, 
he asked the Clergyman, whether he was permitted 
to fay fomething to the People : Bue being anfwe- 
red, that it was time to turn his Thoughts to God, 
he called his Steward, who haviag ftrrpped him be- 
low his Shoulders, the Executioner cut off his 
‘Head with an Ax at Blow. His Corpfe was 
immediately given to his Domefticks, who buried 
it. It is faid the deceafed made his own Epitaph 
a little before his Execution, which js in thefe 
Words ; Mors Regis, Fides in Regem, eft Mors mea. 
The King’s Death, and my Trult in the King, are 
the Caufes of my Death. 
From the Amft. Courant, dated March 21. 
Copenhagen. March 14. On the rath Inftant, the 
King declared the Prince Royal Colonel of the Life. 
Guards, Yefterday in the Afternoon Count de la 
Mark, Ambaffadour of France to the Court of Swe- 
den, arrived here, and went to Court in Couat Gyl- 
denftein’s Coach : It is believed he is to make Pro- 
pofals for Peace on the part of Sweden, for which 
Reafon, he is to ftay here for fome while. A Swe- 
difh Colonel iscome over with that Miniter, to no- 
tify to this Court in the Queen of Sweden’s Name 
the Death of the late King her Brother, after which 
Notification the Court is to put on Mourning. This 
Colonél relates, that on the 2d Inftant Baron Gortz 
was beheaded with an Ax at Stockholm, and that 
Count Vandernath was condemned to perpetual Im- 
prifonment at Malftrand near Gortemburg. They 
_were obliged to haften the Execution of the Baron 
. for the Satisfaftion of the People, who were vche- 
mently incenfed againf him. 
From the Amf&t. Gazette, dated March 21. 
Hambourg, March 14. We hear from Mecklen- 
burg, that after the Conjunction of the Troops of 


Wolfenburtel with thofe of Hanover, near Witten- 
burg, General Bulaw marched with them to Swe- 
rin. The Governour of that Place made Difpofi- 
tions to defend himfelf, and even fired with bis 
Cannon upon the Troops of the Circle as they ap- 
proached ; but the Burghery being unwilling to 
have theit Houfes deftroy’d, obliged the Governour 
to open the Gates of the Town, which General Bu- 
law entered the 1 ith Inftant with three Regiments. 
General Swerin is retired to Roftock with the 
Duke’s Troops under his Command, and feems re- 
folved to detend himfelf there. 
From the Amft. Courant, dated March 21. 
Hambourg, March 17. Letters from Swerin ad- 
vife, that General Bulaw after having taken Poffet- 
fion of that Town, fummoned the Caftle, in which 
lay a Captain with 100 Men, who refufed to fub- 
mit ; but upon the throwing in of afew Bombs 
they furrendered. that Evening. The Troops of 
Mecklemburg have carried off from the Duke’s De- 
mefnes all that might ferve for the Subfiftance of 
the Forces of the Circle ; and the Ruffian Troe 
who are to quit the Territories of the Duke, commit 
fuch Barbarities in their March, as fill chat unfortu. 
nate Country withthe Mifery and Cries of the rui- 
ned Inhabitants. 
From the Am{t Courant, dated March 21. 
Berlin, March 14. The Duke of Mecklembur 
received two Days agoa Letter from his Geeta 
defiring further Initru€tions, It is difcousfed the 
Duke is refolved to fend one of his Minifters to 
General Bulaw to regulate the Terms of bis Sub- 
miffion, He has defired this Court to grant to the 
Ruffian Troops whom he is fending back, free Paf- 
fage through the Territories of Brandenburg, which 
he foon obtained, It is {aid that this Court will no 
more. meddle with his Affairs. The Duke went 
two Days ago to Witftock, onthe Frontiers of his 
Territories, to meet his Dutchels there, who it is 
believed will come to live with him at Oranien- 
burg, in the Neighhourhood of this City, till his 
Affairs take a better Turn. ; 
From the Amft. Courant, dated March 21. 
Paderborn, March 15. ‘The Chapter of this Bi- 
fhoprick proceeded Yelterday to the EleStion of a 
Bifhop, aod chofe the Duke Philip Maurice of Ba- 
varia. Upon this Te Deum was fung in our Ca- 
thedral with the Sound of Trumpets and Kettle- 
Drums, a triple Difcharge of the Cannon, and as 
many Vollies of the Burghery and Soldiers who 
were under Arms, The Imperial Privy Councel- 
lour and Commiffary Count Metfch, and the Mini- 
fters of the Electors of Cologne and Bavaria, Baron 
Plettenberg and Count Sicbelsdorf affitted at that. 
Solemnity. A Fountain ran with red and white 
Wine for the Populace, and the Rejoicings of the 
Day were concluded in the Evening with Illumina- 
tions and a Firework. 


Paris, March 22. The Porces that ate to match 
along our Coaft from Havre de Grace to Calais, 
confift of 18 Batallions of Foot, and 16 Squadrons 
of Horle befides two Regiments of Dragoons. 
The Marquis de Senneterre who has been named 
Ambaffadour to Great Britain, was to fet out from 
hence laf Night to take upon him the Command 
of that Body of Troops. Orders have been fent to 
the feveral Places where thofe Troops are quar- 
tered, for haftening their March towards the {aid 
Coaft, and moft of their Officers are already fet 
out thither from this Place. It is reported, that the 
Perfons who were feized laft Week for having 
affited at Divine Service in the Chapels of the 
Proteftant Ambaffadours. contrary to the Govern- 
meot’s Prohibitions, are to the Number of 70. 
Thole from among them who are called the New 
Converts, are to be teanfported to Miffiffipi, and 
the reft imprifoned for a cectain Time. The Bi- 
fhop of Montpellier, who was formerly exiled on 
Account of his having ftrongly fee himfclf againk 
the Conftitution, has obtained Leave to return to 
this City.
